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I love New York. For a couple of months 
in early 1983 I was living there while 
editing a book, and for a while it 
looked like I might even get a job there 
and stay long-term. When it all fell 
through, it broke my heart to leave. 


That trip, I saw people trying to 
inflate a King Kong balloon on top of 
the Empire State Building, and I drank 
in a bar where the skywalkers hung out. 
Most mornings I observed Quentin Crisp 
through the window of a 2nd Avenue diner 
as he walked uptown (it was actually 
more of a sashay than a walk). I think 
Quentin was probably the first person 
to use “Resident Alien” as a title for 
something, though that’s not how I first 
heard the phrase. 


In his apartment in the West Village, my 
good friend Mick Farren (writer of rock 
journalism and science fiction) showed 
me his “Resident Alien” immigration card, 
and I burst out laughing. I thought it’d 





make a great title for a science-fiction 
story, never suspecting that decades 
later I’d be the one to write it. 


Speaking of Englishmen in New York 
(which was written about Quentin, 
incidentally), David Bowie died while I 
was writing this story, and his passing 
cast a long shadow over it. If ever 
there was an alien in New York, it was 
Mr. Jones (at any rate, he’s a hard act 
to follow), so I’d like to dedicate this 
story to him. 


This volume sees Harry Vanderspeigle off 
on a quest in the Big Apple in a story 
about art, homesickness, appreciating 
your own life, and more besides. Most 
of all, it’s about immigrants and the 
dreams they follow. Hope you like it. 
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In a town called Patience, Washington, 
lives a doctor named Harry Vanderspeigle. 
What nobody in the town realizes is that 
Harry’s actually an alien visitor to our 
planet who was shipwrecked here a few 
years ago. Since then, he’s been hoping 
for a rescue that may or may not ever 
come—and while waiting he attempts to 
keep himself sane by playing amateur 
detective and getting to know a few of 
the locals 


This is the fifth volume of Harry’s 
adventures, the first four volumes being 
Welcome to Earth!, The Suicide Blonde, 
The Sam Hain Mystery, and The Man With 
No Name.
